Rubio 
likely 
to back 
tax bill 


But the senator has 
criticized the plan 
for not doing more 
for working people.

WASHINGTON — For 
months, Sen. Marco Rubio 
has taken shots at the GOP tax 
plan, essentially arguing it’s 
stacked for the rich. And for 
months the Florida Republi- 
can has blanketed TV news 
and given speeches in favor of 
expanding the child tax credit, 
casting it as an investment in 
hardworking families. 

“There was a time when 
the American worker was a 
hero in our country and peo- 
ple looked up to the American 
worker and 
idealized it,” 
Rubio said 
Tuesday on 
the Senate 
floor. 

The Sen- 
ate tax bill, 
primed for 
a vote today, 
would dou- 
ble the cur- 
rent $1,000-per-child tax 
credit. Still, it gives scant 
relief to the struggling work- 
ers Rubio talked about while 
affording benefits for more 
well-off families. 

Despite his stand, Rubio 
was expected to vote for the 
overall bill. 

Rubio and other advocates 
succeeded in getting Senate 
tax writers to bump the credit 
to $2,000. But it wouldn’t do 
much for lower-income fam- 
ilies — 10 million would get 
$75 or less — and so, Rubio

pushed to make it refund- 
able against payroll taxes. He 
also wanted the credit to grow 
with inflation. 

Wednesday, Rubio and Sen. 
Mike Lee, R-Utah, proposed 
paying for a more generous 
credit by taking some away 
from corporations, dropping 
the current 35 percent rate to 
22 percent instead of 20 per- 
cent. The White House quickly 
dismissed the idea and influ- 
ential voices piled on, one sug- 
gesting Rubio took a populist 
stand with an eye on compet- 
ing again for president.

Playwright's misconduct 
shatters Jobsite Theater 


Nine women accuse Israel Horovitz of sexual offenses.

Famed playwright Israel Horovitz has 
been accused of sexual misconduct by 
nine women, according to a New York 
Times story published Thursday. 

Horovitz has ties to Tampa, after forg- 
ing a close relationship with Jobsite The- 
ater, the resident theater company of the 
David A. Straz Jr. Center for the Perform- 
ing Arts. He has written more than 70 
plays and created films starring Maggie 
Smith and Al Pacino. Horovitz was sched- 
uled to come back to Tampa to produce 
Manin Snow in March. 

On Thursday, Jobsite leaders decided 
to cancel that play. The theater will spend 
the next few weeks finding an alternative 
production. 

The New York Times report has 
accounts from nine women who accuse 


Horovitz of offenses ranging from groping 
to unwanted kissing and fondling to rape. 
The women described a pattern in which 
Horovitz had been a mentor and a friend 
in the theater, but also preyed on them. 
They were inspired to come for ward by 
the revelations about Harvey Weinstein, 
Louis C.K. and others. 

Horovitz, who split time among New 
York, Massachusetts and Paris, came 
to Florida seeking warmth, he told the 
Tampa Bay Times in a 2015 interview. 
In 2010, he brought his play Sins of the 
Mother to Florida Stage in Manalapan. 

He sent an email to Jobsite’s producing 
artistic director, David Jenkins, and start- 
ed a relationship with the professional the- 
ater. Jobsite produced a staged reading of 
Sins of the Mother in 2015. Horovitz spent 
a week in residence with Jobsite, and did a

Cotton has 
signaled that he would accept 
the job if offered, said the offi- 
cials, who insisted on anonymity 
to discuss sensitive deliberations 
before decisions are announced. 

It was not immediately clear 
whether Trump had given final 
approval to the plan developed 
by John Kelly, the White House 
chief of staff, but the president 
has been said to have soured on 
Tillerson and in general is ready 
to make a change at the State 
Department. Tillerson was at
